In a moment of extravagance or 
through the oversight of the hired girl 
a $5 bill oelonging to Mrs. J. C. Cole of 
this city managed to find Bits way into 
the cooking stove. When Mrs. Cole 
found the remains they were resting 
with neat composure on the ash pile. 


A few years ago Mrs. Cole visited 
Washington and among other things 
she was impressed with the duties of a 
certain lady at the treasury department 
who examined almost totally destroyed 
greenbacks and banknotes and where 
it was possible with a miscroscope to 
detect the denomination and number of 
the bill money was sent the owner to 
redeem it.

W HAT THE W AR IS ABOUT. 
Many people who read the bitter at 
tack of Mayor Starr of St. 
Joseph 
upon Editor Gilson of this city wonder 
what It is all about, and whether svich 
etrong languaj^e was really necessary. 


During the session of the grand jury 
the Palladium made an attack upon St.

violations, there exists a tacit under­ 
standing among them that if they do 
there will soon be found some reason 
for either dismissal or depading them 
in the service; that the chief in account 
ing for this state of affairs credits tlie 
police commissioners with the fault 
they In turn throw the blame on the 
mayor, and the mayor e.xplalns that 
“ We politicians have to do such things 
about as the people want.” This leaves 
the grand jury but one means of reach­ 
ing the true seat of the trouble—to in­ 
dict the entire poll list of the city. 


The day following this publication 
the citizens of St. Joseph were in arms 
over the libel that every voter in the 
city should be Indicted, as not only the 
Palladium published the slander but 
it was telegraphed to the state papers, 
doing St. Joseph untold damage. 


The editor then turned on Mayor 
Starr In an editorial and characterized 
his administration as “the lawless ele­ 
m ent.” 


When the mayor desired a chance to 
defend himself from the attack he asked 
the Palladium for space to set himself 
and his city right before the public. 
He was refused and so asked T h e 
N k w s to print his defence. 
Had the 
mayor been less bitter In his article 
and nad he not resorted 
to calling 
names It would have carried greater 
weight. Abuse always detracts from ar­ 
gument.

New York, M arch 11.—A test was 
made yesterday of one of a consign­ 
ment of rapld-flre guns received from 
the Colt factory at H artford.

known as the six nilllim etre rapld- 
ilro autom atic Colt, and is capable of 
firing* 200 shots a m inute with a range 
of 2,000 yards. 
The test proved that 
the bullet would pass through a steel 
plate three-eighth of an inch thick, two 
sides of a coll of pipe, tw enty Inches 
of wood backing and another steel plat*,* 
of one-olghth of an inch in thickness.

Supplies and am m uni­ 
tion destined for Key W est and League 
Island navy yard are Vjelng placed on 
barges. 
A barge loaded with ftvc-inch 
rllles, shells and powder was towed to 
the Jersey City docks for shipment, 
presumably for the cruisers Minneapolis 
and Columbia at Philadelphia.

Chicago, March 11.—An organization 
to be known as the Federation of Amer­ 
ican RailNvay 
Employes was formed 
yesterday. 
It seeks to bring all or­ 
ganized railway employes Into one cen­ 
tral body which shall under certain 
conditions act with one accord, but 
without interfering with Individuality 
of each organization. 
The movement

graphers, and E. C. Clark, grand chief 
Conductor of the Order of Railway

They elected the following ofllcera: 
Chairman, E. C. Clark; vice chairman,

ell. Peoria. The four organizations rep­ 
resented were the only ones at present 
w hich will have any part in the federa­ 
tion.

W’hen differences between the employes 
of one organizations and the employing 
railroad cannot be settled by the local 
body the latter shall call to its as­ 
sistance the federation, which shall use 
all its influence to settle the differences. 
If this cannot be done, then the federa­ 
tion will have the power to call out all 
the members of the federation.
